Conditlons In the local yarn trade show
hut little variatlon over previous week.
Dealers report but little activity, Some
denlers, howaever, report that they have
placed folr-sized orders for future dellv-
wry. This nppears to be the exception,
Calleotions are also slow and most deal-
vy are watching thelr nceounts earefully.
The wool market =il shows continued
Btrength and prices have further ad-
vanced, Owing to thelr searcity, flecce
wools  ire excosdingly strong, Pulled
wools are quiet, prices are flrmiy held and
the supply is small.
